28, a talk by Nancy Ramsey on the Transfer 
Amendment , a bill being introduced to Congress 
which provides for the gradual shifting of mili- 
tary funds toward domestic programs, will be 
aired. Environmentalist David Morris, an ad- 
vocate of local control of local resources, gave 
a fascinating talk on the repercussions of “ap- 
propriate technology", which will be aired Fri.

A program called “Herbicides in Lake Washington?" 
discusses the proposed massive dispersal of 
2,4,D in the lake to eradicate an annoying weed. 
Also, Steve Hodes "Energy News" will alternate 
with “Environmental News" at 8pm on Wednesdays 
beginning this month. A forum on the proposed 
Bell rate hike will be broadcast Tues. Mar. 21, 
at 3pm. That evening two programs dealing with 
Chile occur, beginning with "The Struggle Goes 
On", in which members of the Seattle Chilean 
exile community relate their personal perspectives 
on Chile's struggle for self-determination. 
Following that, Sergio Urrutia, Chilean folk- 
singer performs on Tuesday Night Live. 

Other music specials include the Don Cherry/ 
Colin Walcott concert recently recorded at Ever- 
green State College; the Cajun music of the Balfa 
Brothers recorded at Fiddlers' Roundhouse in Feb.; 
a live performance by Gwenyai, an mbira group of 
four women playing traditional shona music. Char- 
lie Sharpe and Margo Murphy and Stuart Williams 
Will leave the confines of their own programs to 
whoop it up on Tuesday Night Live. There is also 
an adaptation of Constance DeJong's novel Modern 
Love, Fri. March 17, with music by Philip Glass.
